Town Meeting Tonight 

Your Student Council meets tonight to consider the newly- 
proposed Council constitution. At this meeting, a number of 
suggestions designed to make a unified organization of campus 
clubs, residence halls and athletic activities will be discussed. 
These ideas will be passed or vetoed by the Council, and later 
on, will be presented to you for ratification. 

The constitution may definitely affect your activities. As 
a club member, a hall resident, an athlete, you must decide 
just how you wish to be affected, and then let your representa- 
tive know. It is his duty to follow your wishes as best he can. 

At present, there are several disquieting rumors in cir- 
culation, not least of which pertains to the proposed finance 
pool clause. A little research has turned up the correct word- 
ing, and because you, are affected by this, it is printed here 
for your consideration : ’ 

Student Activities Fund : 

A. Collection — — . ^ 

* a) The core of the funds is to be collected by a com- 
: . , mon fund raising campaign among the students 

each semester — -carnivals, raffles, etc. 
b) Returns from the individual clubs. 

B. Allocation 

All clubs and organizations shall submit their budget 
requests to the Faculty-Student Activities Committee, 
which decides: 

a) how much money shall be alloted clubs and how 

much shall be retained by the 7 Student Council as 
such. • ■ ... - . * ' 

b) how much money shall be permitted to each club, 
according to the funds on hand, and according to 
the needs, the . membership and activities of the 
club. 

These are the main clauses regarding the club pool. If 
you have any doubts or any ideas as to how they may be bet- 
tered, make it a point 1;o sed your council representative. To 
give you what you want, he has to know what you want.

At a meeting of thg roomers, it was de- 
cided to inaugurate a student court at which students will 
preside, prosecute, and “sentence” any of their fellows who 
disregard the rules set forth in the handbook, especially in 
regard to residence hall regulations. 

Judges will be John Bassett, Bob Underwood, Matt Wal- 
ters, Phil Gilbert, Jim Kramer. Walters and Underwood worked 
with Doii Clark and Fred Pain to set up rules of procedure 
for the court. , 

“Arrests” will be made by students. Certainly, this will 
not be a case of “squealing” On one’s buddy. The court was 
instituted tq help make the hall a better place to live and 
study. It will give residents a chance to show that they can 
respect their fellows’, rights, a chance to practice the virtue of 
charity. 

The penalty for an extreme “felony” is one which few 
students would care to receive. For instance, if a resident is 
found guilty of continually interrupting evening-study periods 
by being overly noisy, he may figuratively be sentenced to 
exile. He will be asked to leave the JmU. As of this writing, 
there have been no “arrests.” *■* 

This plan' has the approbation of the faculty, and it is 
hoped that other halls will follow suit by adopting their own 
court systems.
